with other nations. A 
Republican 


or Democrat lias the same interest 
in safe and sound 
conditions 
i'or 


this nation and. lor tiie world. Hence 
great issues on the settlement of 
which the prosperity of our nation 
rests should not be made political 
footbiills by any party as a method 
of currying public favor. 


Take tlie World Court 
conlro- 


. versy as an illustration. Any man 


who reads the country press of the 
nation, which represents the great 
mass oi' every-day thinking Amer- 
icans, must be 
impressed by the 


fact that tlie general sentiment is 
favorable \\t some form oi' judicial 
settlement "f disagreements between 
nations. W.hether it is called a World 
Courl, a League of Nations, an In- 
ternational board of arbitration or 
what not, makes little difference. 


Kol so many years ago when two 


individuals gut into a controversy 
tin- fellow, with the bi^er club or 
the stronger arm settled the ijne.s- 
linii in his favor. A few -centuries 
later these contestants would be pul 
in a r'utg where they lijul (o fight 
out their difference under the eyes 
of judges, and one or the other was 
the victor. A lit fie Infer they did a- 
way with the clulis and had to tell 
their troubles to a jury -which set- 
fled the ijuestiou i'or one or the other 
without bodily, barm to either. 


Today no nation would think oi' 


allowing fwo of its citizens to main- 
tain thur rights by ^physical force. 
While for several centuries Mien have 
individually subjected themselves to 
polite regulation _aud courts of law, 
they have coliecfively as nations re- 
tained the privilege of doing battle 
with each other as did primitive man 
in .settling his <|U:irrels centuries ago. 
Stripped of political aiid diplomatic 
intrigue and hypocrisy, tlfe question 
which i.s involved in the World Court 
proposition is simple—why cannot 
nations 
subject 
themselves to' a 


judicial settlement of their coutror 
versics in (he same manner as do 
private citizens in local political sub- 
divisions as well as national!v and 
internationally? 
Must we admit iii^ 


'dividual intelligence and 
collective 


nuiiitelli»ence ? To an average Amer- 
ican this sups up the question at is- 
sue-It is not a Democratic or.iiepub- 
li -an program. It is a national prob- 
lem affecting our fulure international 
relations and it should not be made 
a partisan political issue to the ex- 
tent of lianijiermg our law-makers 
in arriving at a decision on the 
merits of the case.
